THRE DIFFERENT
ROUTES SURVEYED

Pieliminary Reports of the Nicaragna
Capal Commission. ;

ESTIMATE BASED
ON THE LARGER

Sepator Morgan Estimates That the
Excavating on the Big Ditch Can
Be Done for $100,000,000.

W asuixeToN, Dec, 20.—Copies of the
praliminary report of the Nicaragua ea-
nal commission, of
Walker is chairman,have been furnished
Senator Morgan and others interested
in the bill now pending in congress on
that subject.

Three routes are spoken of; namely:
The old low level, the high level, or

Menocal roote, and the intermediate
route, and a1l of these, Senator Morgan
savs, the commission considers feasible
ol construction.

For the purposeof arriving at an esti-
mate of probable maximum cost, the
commiesion enbmitted figures on the
low level route, which the senator saye
is considered the longeset and most ex-
pensive, For this route Admiral Walk-
er estimates the cost will be $124,000,000
and Professor Haopt $£123,000,000, while
(seneral Haines added twenty per cent
to the figures becanse of varions condi-
tiong, chiefly the question of the cost of
fabor, which he thought it was impossi-
ble to figure definitely.

The report, says the senator, shows
conclusively that the project ie an en-
tirely feasible one, and that in its eon-
struction thegorvernment bhas the choice

of any of the three rontes.

The senator believes, however, that all
of these figures are high, and expresses
the belief that £100,000,000 will cover the
entire cost of construction.

LITTLE SAVED
-FROM TERESA

Only About Four Hundred Dollars
Worth of Property Recovered.

Wasmscton, Dee. 28.—Not much of
valge has been obtained from the wreck
of the Infanta Marie Teress, meccording
to a report from United States Consal
MeLain, at Nassan, who was charged by
the state department with the task of
recovering such of the property as counld
be eaved. His report just received at
the navy department, shows that the
marshal of the admiralty coort had
gathered a lot of miscellaneons articles,
such as pieces of ropes, boxes of candles,
grocaries, canned goode, Ianterns, etec.
The valuation placed upon them was
3400, balf of which sum would, under
the law, belong to the salvers. The con-
gul reported that he should withhold
from sale an American flag, and in ap-
proving bhis recommendsation to that ef-
fect, the navy departinent cabled him
also to preserve with the American flag
a British ensign which was among the
articles recovered.

Drydock on Columbia.

Wasaisarox,Dec.27.--Benator McBride
has offered an amendment to the naval
bill, which provides for the constrnction
of a stonedrydock on the Columbia river
and sppropriates $200,000 for immediate
use in beginning the work. According
to the provisions of the amendment, the
dock shall be 700 feet in length, and its
other dimensions shall be such as to
nccommodate the largest vessels in the
regularor aoxiliary navy, either existing
at the present time, or likely to be cou-
structed in the future., The cost of the
dock when completed is not to Jexceed
£1,025,000, Provision is also made fora
board of naval officers, to be appointed
by the eecretary of the navy, to seléect =
soitable location for the dock, $1000
being set aside to defray the expenses of
sach a board,

WORK OF AN
INCENDIARY

Senator Fulton’s Seaside Cottage De—
stroyed By Fire.

AsToria, Dec. 28.,—Word was received
from Seaside today pf the destroction by
fire of C. W. Fulton’s summer residence
at that place. The flames were frst
discovered aboot 2:20 this morning.
The whole bnilding was enveloped at
the time, and within a few minntes it
and the contents were in roins, pothing
being eaved. How the fire originatedis
not known, but as the hoose was un-
occupied and there had been neither fire
por light in it for some time it ie
thought to be the work of an incendiary.
The cottage was one of the most pre-
tentions at the beach, Jt was built last
summer at e cost of $1200, and contained
furnitare yalued at about $700. There
was no insurance. Sheriff Williams left
this afternoon to investigate the matter,
and if possible apprehend the guilty
parties.

Garcia's Daughter Dead.

TuomasviLLe, Ga,, Dec, 27.—Miss
Mercedes Garcia, daughter of the late
Calixto Carcia, the Coban leader, died
atthe Masuni hotel, in this city. this
evening, of eonsumption. Mrs. Garcia
and her two daughters arrived here the
day General Garcia died in Washington,
and while at dinner received intelligence
of the death of the head of the family.
The contents of the telegram were never
revealed to Miss Mercedes, who wasat
that time failing rapidiy. All the
members of the Garcia family at present
in the country were at the bedside of
Miss Mercedes when the end came. The
body will be embalmed and taken to
Cuaba on the warship which the United
States has designated to conver the re-
mains of General Garcia back to hie
native conntry.

Oregon and lowa Honored.

New Yorg, Dec. 27.—The Herald's
correspondent at Caliaotelegraphed that
the arrival of the United States battle-
ghips Oregon and Iowa at that port has
cansed the greatest excitement and en—
thusiasm. They entered the harbor at
7 o'clock In the morning and great
crowds went out to see them auoring the
day.

They presented to each s
gold plate. With the name changed,
each bore the inecription:

“'All honor to the commander, the offi-
cers and crew of the United States war-
gship Oregon, victorions in the naval
combat off Santiago de Cuba on the 3d
day of July, 1898. This plate iz given
as a testimonial of the patriotic gratitnde
of all Coban citizens of Pern.”

Buried By Avalanche.

Loxpox, Dec. 28.—Par: of Red Rock
monnatain, sccording to & dispateh from
Airolo, a village of Swiizerland, canton
of Ticino, has fallen into Airolo, destroy~-
ing a hotel and several houses. The
scene of the dieaster presents & lerrible
spectacle, the debris of the asvalanche
covering a square mile. Tne hotel, with
gight honses, and 12 other buildings,
were swept into a great heap of match-
wood. A new terror was added by the
oatbreak of fire amid the rnins. Three
dead bodles have been recovered. Itla
estimated tbat the damage will reach
$40,000.
